SOME FACTS ON ECONOMY 
In the Sheriffs Office 


Given by LOGAN JACKSON 


Of Orange, Candidate for Sheriff. 


Whose Platform Is Real War-Time Economy 


— A good deal has been said on the matter of economy in the sheriff’s office, but 
perhaps not enough has been said to give the taxpayer a true idea of the real 
situation. 
Some surprise may naturally be felt, in view 
of the claims made for Orange county, when it is known 
that the expense of administering our sheriff s office, in­ 
stead of comparing well with other counties, compares 
badly. 
Regard the following figures:

— Here are three counties of approximately the same population, but Orange 
having a decided advantage in area. 
Riverside county is practically nine times 
the size of Orange county and Humboldt county is almost Five times the size of 
Orange county. Yet what do we find? Orange county’s sheriff’s office is more 
expensive than either of the other two and is the only one of the three that shows 
a material increase in expense this year over last year. 
Riverside’s sheriff spent 
about the same amount this year as last year. 
Humboldt’s sheriff reduced his 
expenses more than $2,000. But Orange county’s sheriff increased his expenses 
more than $1500. 


— Riverside county and Orange county may be compared as districts having 
about the same size population, the same class of people and similar topograph­ 
ical conditions, although Riverside county with its far greater area has much more 
mountain and desert country and therefore should be more expensive to admin­ 
ister. Yet it cost more than $3,000 last year and more than $4,500 this year to 
maintain the Orange county sheriff’s office than it did Riverside county. 


— Humboldt county conditions possibly may not be compared to Orange coun­ 
ty but Humboldt is a saloon county and has a large seaport. 
Its population 
is 
largely made up of lumbermen. 
It is nearly five times as large as Orange county, 
yet in 1916-17 the sheriff’s office there cost only $1400 more than here and this 
year it actually cost $2100 less than Orange county, the Humboldt sheriff having 
reduced expenses more than $2,000 while the Orange county sheriff increased 
expenses more than $1500. 


— Two other items of economy that I believe should be called to the attention of 
the taxpayers are those of auto hire and deputy hire in the sheriff’s office. Dep­ 
uty hire has been increased more than $2,000 in the last year, according to the 
statistical report of the county. In 1916-17 this item was $3,720. 
In 1917-18 
it was raised to $5,772.52. Auto hire has shown similar tendencies to soar, in 
spite of the fact that the sheriff has been equipped with several machines by the 
county, including one last year. Another auto has been purchased for the sher­ 
iff’s office since the start of the present fiscal year and does not show in the re­ 
port. The figures show that the item “mileage, auto hire and livery’’ in 1916-17 
was $1,784 and the new car cost $944. 
Yet in 1917-18 the expense figures, in­ 
stead of decreasing, had increased to $2,529.94, a raise of about $745, notwith-, 
standing the addition of the new county car. 


— I am presenting the above facts for w hat they are worth to the voters in de­ 
termining what real economy is. It is my belief that Orange county, with its 
compact territory and splendid system of boulevards, should be able to maintain 
its sheriff’s office at far less expense than Riverside county with its vast expanse 
of mountain and desert country and the class of population usually found there­ 
in. 
Could anything but the most unpardonable extravagance account for the 
fact that Orange county is .spending $4,500 more than Riverside county; or that 
Orange county expenses have increased $1,500 within the year while Hum­ 
boldt county expenses have dropped $2,000 and Riverside’s have at least re­ 
mained the same. 
It is, indeed, a time for economy, and it is well that the 
voters understand whether or not they have been getting it in the administra­ 
tion of the sheriff’s office. 


— Economy is a big issue in the sheriff’s campaign but I feel that there is another 
issue just as big. 
It is that of eliminating the liquor traffic for the good of food 
conservation and the general benefit to humanity. 
If elected sheriff, I intend to 
eliminate from the office all taint of the liquor traffic or liquor interests and keep 
my surroundings clean of any sympathy toward those interests. 


— A vote for Logan Jackson for sheriff, is a vote for true war time economy and 
vigorous, unrelenting prosecution of illegal liquor traffic, with opposition to li­ 
quor traffic of any kind.

The Finnish diet has rejected the bill providing 
for a king for independent Finland, and the enemies 
of German autocracy' must find ground for much 
satisfaction in its action. 
The Finns, who viewed 
German aggression with a complacency born of their 
justified dislike of imperial Russia, have begun to see 
the light. 
Any king of Finland, Chosen under existing 
conditions, must be a German nominee, and his 
accession to the throne would mean the passing of 
Finnish hopes for genuine independence. 
It would 
signify, in fact, an acknowledgement of German 
suzerainty. 
The Finns have shown that they are 
not quite ready to make a concession which would be 
so acceptable to Berlin. 
They know, now, that al­ 
though the Germans may bring surcease from Bol- 
sheviki chaos, they are not wholly disinterested 
friends. 
There is small chance that Finland will be freed 
from German influence and control for many months, 
despite the encouraging progress made by Allied 
arms on the M urman coast, but this fact should 
occasion no concern. 
The Finns welcomed the Ger­ 
mans. at the first, as the lesser of two evils. 
They 
have no intention crf permitting their new state to 
become a helpless vassal of the house of Hohenzol- 
lern. and their diet has had the courage to make this 
feeling plain. 
Under the circumstances Finland must be re­ 
garded as a liability rather than an asset to the J 
Central Powers—and the war is far from done.

We doughgirls get sudden orders for 
movement, too, sometimes, much the I 
same as the doughboys do. 
Our most 
sudden one came a few days ago—or 
rallier it was night. Most of the army 
movements are at night, and ours was 
a midnight one. 
Gladys and I had finished 
a 
long 
d a \ ’n work and were tired after m ak­ 
ing 
an 
unusually 
large 
hatch 
of 
doughnuts. 
So we turned in 
early, 
for the 
front. 
Early 
is 
about 
ll 
o’clock. 
We had no more than fallen asleep 
when our commanding officer arrived 
with several other 
Salvation 
Army 
workers. When 
we 
had 
awakened 
enough to dress and see him, the offi­ 
cer informed us we would go iii half 
an hour, and th at the new arrivals 
would tak 
i r canteen over. 
We hustled to get our affairs 
to­ 
gether, 
throwing 
them 
into 
our 
trunks. 
Then 
Gladys 
grabbed 
lier 
dog and I caught my pet fox who was 
out in the hushes, and we were off 
We rode almost all night, and about 
daylight came to the Salvation 
headquarters, where we rested 
while. 
Off for New Sector 
By noon we were off again, hound 
for a new sector which had never h a d ’ 
a Salvation Army hut. 
It was more, 
than I m i l e s down the line 
from \ 
headquarters. 
We rode in 
a 
Ford 
which was used for carrying su p p lies1 
to the canteens. Seats were put in t h e 1 
box for us. 
By night we hail not arrived at our 
destination, and to avoid arriving at 
the front too late to lie able to get a 
place for that night we stopped in a 
small French town. 
It took a lot of 
skirmishing around to find hotel ac­ 
commodations so near the front, but 
we Anally succeeded. 
Next morning bright and early, our 
party arrived in tin* new home, a lit­ 
tle town of I a rra m e , very near the 
line, and more than half in ruins as 
the result of the boches’ work when 
they invaded this area in IPI4 and 
1915. 
Our place was a store room 
and the sign over it read, “ Modern 
Bar.” 
So we made our canteen out 
of the bar room. 
We were in a new party of eight 
w ho were opening huts in 
this 
new 
hilly sector of Lorraine. We had not 
been at the “ Modern Bar” long when 
our commanding officer assigned 
us 
to a little village nearer 
the 
front, 
where we had to begin a new hut. 
Picking Out a House 
We went out to pick out a house 
among those iii ruins for a new home. 
I 
Most all of the houses were battered 
and many had holes 
in 
them. 
We 
finally chose one w hich had not been 
used since the war started, except for 
a stable. 
It had a big loft 
and 
the J 
roof leaked. 
It was terribly dirty. 
J 
But we saw fine possibilities in it 
for a doughnut kitchen, a canteen for, 
the boys, and a place for them 
to 
read. We put in a bid for it with the 
town major, and he soon informed us 
he had leased it from 
the 
o rig in al1 
owner for 99 years, for a pocket f u ll1 
of francs. 
He refused to 
take 
our; 
money to pay the lease, saying the 
boys had heard of our coming, had 
taken up a collection to pay for it. j 
We suspect he had a lot to do with it. 
Next day we came back, and 
the I 
officers assigned us details to 
clean 
up the place. 
It was a big job to un­ 
dertake, hut the boys went to work, 
and the place soon began to look re* j 
sp e c ta te . 
Some whitewash and cur­ 
tains, and lots of scrubbing added to 
its appearance. 
We are glad to have the new’ place 1 
open and running now’, and we take J 
a lot of pride in having made it our- j 
selves, or rath er having directed the 
work that made it.

of pioneers feeling after you create j 
a workshop for doughnut making out 
of an old Lorraine ruin.

Says Treatment of Disloyalists 
Here Breaks Morale 
Over There 


Lieut. C. Stanley Chapman, son of 
C. ('. Chapman of Placentia, “rips” the 
American people for their seeming 
neglect in getting severe action on 
men who are disloyal to lite govern­ 
ment and the little interest they seem 
to display in the real big issue of to­ 
day, 
the war. 
He writes direct to 
the point on many subjects in a let­ 
ter to his father and the spirit and 
sentiment expressed 
are 
such 
as 
should he passed on. 
Extracts from 
the letter follow : 
France, July 5, 1918. 
Yesterday was the Fourth ami it 
was a wonderful day for all of us in 
this sector, not only for the delight­ 
ful entertainment but for the meaning 
of it—the 
confident 
celebration 
of 
an independence yet to be won, and 
at a time when that independence is 
threatened perhaps 
more 
seriously 
than ever before, and certainly more 
than any of us realize; but it made 
the day seem very real to be doing a 
part, even as small as mine, to help 
in the preservation of that freedom. 
In the m orning we had 
a 
horse 
show, which 
exceeded 
our 
utmost 
expectation. There were some beauti­ 
ful outfits in the show. Some of these 
horses a few months ago were walk-j 
jug wrecks. 
My outfit took second 
in its class—which was most 
gratifying, considering that only a 
month ago my horses were pointed 
out as a disgrace to the regiment. P 
gave the drivers a prize on my own 
account. 
I also put up a fine dinner 
for the company. 
I bought a sheep, 
I a case of canned peas, a lot of eggs, 
i etc. 
We had roast mutton, mashed 
i potatoes, creamed peas and cake and 
j the top of a soldier s meal—coffee with 
milk and sugar. 
It was fine and I 
felt that my money had been well 
invested. 
In the afternoon there were some 
athletic contests and in the evening a 
general entertainment for the French 
and Americans with my band and a 
French band to “furnish the music. 
Afterwards 
came 
the 
fireworks 
which were all for Ute benefit of the 
Boche and which I think made him 
very unhappy, for the "Roman Gan­ 
dies" were three-inch, six-inch, nine- 
inch and twelve-inch guns and the 
“crackers” weighed from 
15 
to 500 
Sure it was a grand and 
glorious day all around 
I presume you observed the Fourth 
in tile usual way. 
I bet I wished I 
were there more than you did. I hope, 
however, to be there on the Fourth in 
1920—can’t see how this conflict can 
last much beyond that. 
U. S. in Real Earnest 
It looks like the United States 
is 
entering the war in real earnest, and 
every day makes our chances better, 
or, rather, every day makes our task 
shorter. 
If we get two million men 
over by next winter, we will be in po­ 
sition to make the spring a busy one 
for Herr Boche. 
He will feel more 
than ever Uke hunting “a place In the 
sun,” for he is elected to remain in 
the shade for a long time to come. 
On this point is the place for fighting 
over there, and in real earnest. This 
talk of which we hear about buying 
bonds is as much fighting as going 
over the lop here is far fetched, for 
nothing is sacrificed, and it makes us 
feel that if the interest rate were cut 
ever, many of the "loyal” would put 
up a howl. 
America should of all things lead 
in eliminating tile Boche commerci­ 
ally from the civilized world. We well 
know that our people are prone to 
take things easy and that nothing 
drastic is attempted until it is too late. 
Now is the time, while public senti­ 
ment is white hot, to strike. 
In 
Australia German influence has been 
altogether eliminated. They can’t own 
land there even if naturalized; they 
are disfranchised, and all kinds of re­ 
strictions are placed about them, un­ 
less a family can show at least one 
member engaged in the country's de­ 
fense. 
Should Strike at Snake 
Get busy over there and strike at 
the snake iii the house. 
One of our 
papers published an item from a New* 
York paper a few' days ago which 
gave an account of a man in a crowd­ 
ed car who said he "hoped the Kaiser 
would win and kill everybody over 
there." 
You would suppose he would 
have been torn to pieces, or, if the 
military could have saved him, would 
have been shot, but what he really 
got was thirty days in the workhouse. 
Incidents like these are the hardest 
on morale over hehe. I am sure the 
people at home do not realize what ef­ 
fect this has on our boys here. 
We 
hear much talk about being "behind 
us until the last,” but when opportun­ 
ity is really given to back us up every­ 
body sits quietly down a n d ’ says: 
"Isn’t it horrible—how did the game 
come out today?” We can't understand 


this, much less our allies. We try to 
explain it to the French why things 
are so slow, and just when we get 
them convinced 
that sentiment bas 
changed and is really solidly behind 
us something is blown up or sunk or 
spied upon or betrayed, and—nothing 
happen*. 
The people here can’t un­ 
derstand a nation seriously at war be­ 
ing so disinterested or such dullards 
as to permit such things. 
Smash Traitors 
So go in and smash them there and 
we will smash them here, and then 
when it’s all over we will deport them 
to what Is left over here. 
Now is the 
time to do it—when the* war .baa 
ended it will be too late, for then 
everybody will be too happy to think 
about killing a few snakes. 
As the 
Englishman said, “We are now pre­ 
pared for war, but are we also pre­ 
pared for peace?” That is a part of the 
real war work for you on the safe side 
of the Atlantic. 
Well, you will need a gas mask if I 
spread any more hot air. but it seems 
that I can see so clearly the real need 
of a deeper interest by our. home peo­ 
ple in this war. 
You are waking up 
to the fact that we are at war with 
a great and brutal nation, but hurry 
and get thoroughly aroused. 
I don't 
know much about this “democracy” 
stuff bitt I know—and you know —that 
it is life or death for our country, and 
it is up to every man to do his all. 
I 
arn not a bit heroic and I sure bate 
war, but if I could I would not want to 
come home and leave the job until it 
is thoroughly and properly finished.
